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Hit or Miss 


HE difficulty of establishing precise standards of braking 

efficiency is indicated by the instructions given by the Ministry of 

Transport to testers of vehicles 10 or more years old. These are the 
tests provided for by the Road Traffic Act, 1960, and the Ministry’s 
admission that in some instances they can be no more than arbitrary— 
which is obvious to any engineer—is not likely to strengthen public 
confidence in them. 

In the case of brakes, the visual examination laid down is of the kind 
that any responsible commercial-vehicle operator undertakes regularly. 
The value of the physical test is, however, more open to doubt. For 
vehicles with four or more wheels 50 per cent. efficiency is demanded of 
the foot brake and 25 per cent. of the hand brake, regardless of whether 
or not a load is being carried. A vehicle which reached the required 
standard unladen might well not do so laden but, if it were presented 
for test without load and achieved the degree of efficiency laid down, it 
would be accepted. 

To compel operators to provide a certain load for test would, the 
Ministry believe, cause great inconvenience to them. This may well be 
true, but in present circumstances it is impossible to treat the tests as 
being scientifically accurate. Indeed, the Ministry would not pretend that 
they are. 

Readings obtained with a decelerometer are always open to question, 
although the device has the advantage of being easily fitted and used. 
Ineffective, grabbing brakes can record a high degree of efficiency on the 
meter, and vehicles on test by The Commercial Motor have on a number 
of occasions yielded readings in excess of 100 per cent., which are 
technically impossible. Moreover, neither a decelerometer nor a roller or 
platform type of brake tester can measure time-lag in a system. 

Testers are allowed to work on roads that are either wet or dry, which 
again can cause a big difference in the braking figure obtained. It 
would obviously be impossible to insist that tests were conducted only 
on dry surfaces, but the latitude given must inevitably raise doubt about 
the practical value of the scheme. 

The issue of a certificate of roadworthiness will not necessarily imply 
that the vehicle complies with the Construction and Use Regulations. 
These define braking efficiency as the maximum braking force capable of 
being developed by the application of the brakes, expressed as a 
percentage of the gross laden weight of the vehicle. An old vehicle which 
can achieve the standard laid down only when it is unladen may not be 
held to comply with the Construction and Use Regulations when it is 
loaded. The responsibility of ensuring that. at the time of its use, a 
vehicle meets statutory requirements will remain on the operator, and a 
test certificate may not protect him in a court of law. 


No Apron Strings 


HE wage award proposed last week for road haulage workers is 
significant, and its outcome may accelerate progress towards a 
national wage policy. In the absence of a rise in the cost of living, a 
legitimate claim to share in the increased prosperity of the industry,

proof of greater “ productivity,” or any other compelling reason, the 
unions had to fall back mainly on the Guillebaud Report on the railways.

The Guillebaud Report recommended higher pay for railwaymen, even

comparison with others, they were poorly rewarded. 
The financial capacity of the British Transport 
Commission to withstand the burden was not taken 
into account. This principle, assuming its admissibility 
in special cases, is applicable only to nationalized under- 
takings which can draw on public funds to make up 
deficits. But no industry functions in isolation, and the 
actions of one must inevitably affect others. 

Where minimum wages are fixed by statute, as in 
the case of road haulage, the endorsement by the 
Minister of Labour of the Guillebaud Committee’s 
argument in the settlement of a pay claim would place 
the seal of:Government approval on a policy of equating 
wages between industries without regard to their degree 
of profitability. This would be the thin edge of the 
wedge of a:national wages policy. 

The duty of the Road Haulage Wages Council is to 
lay down miinimum rates of pay sufficient to provide a 
reasonable standard of living, regardless of outside 
influences. Thereafter, the laws of supply and demand 
must be allowed free play. 

This principle appears to have been ignored in last 
week’s award, which seems to have been proposed on 
the basis that the hourly rates of pay of road haulage 
workers compare badly with those in most other 
industries. In fact, haulage employees are commonly 
paid for many more hours than they actually work and 
the hourly rate for productive working time is higher 
than it appears on paper.

HERE is no possible doubt about Joseph Thomas 
= Turner's interests. There never was. If ever a man 
was born into an industry, he is the one. “I was 
brought up in the business,” he says. “I never had the 
faintest intention of entering any other: it seemed the mogt 
natural thing in the world that I should follow in my 
father’s footsteps.” 

But when he did so at the age of 17, it was to learn about 
transport the hard way. “If I ever had any ideas about 
taking over from father there and then, and controlling 
Joseph H. Turner Transport, Ltd., from a mahogany desk, 
they were corrected right away.

Recirculation 


OLLOWING the loss of 117} miles of tram rail, the general 
manager's reputation and a solid silver yak trough on an 
ebony plinth, the Kaotic State Tramways Board have appointed 
a special officer, Mr. O So Lo, to investigate these and other 
discrepancies. Like other far-seeing administrators, he is using 
the recirculatory system of organization in his department. It 
will have two sections. 

Section A, whose function will be to lose vast quantities 
of everything, will consist of a hand-picked team recruited 
mainly from retired quartermasters. Section B, staffed wholly 
by State-educated morons, will try to find the things lost by 
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seam. Then, in their turn, the steamers became obsolete 
and had to be converted to other uses. 

With long memories of the unregulated pre-1930 days of 
road transport, Joseph Turner II would not agree with my 
gentle suggestion that the industry is today handicapped 
by licensing and other regulations. He believes that legis- 
lation during recent years—all the complicated machinery 
connected with A and B licences, for instance—has, on 
the whole, benefited the industry and its workers. Nor does 
he agree that a go-getting personality who wants to try his 
fortune in road transport is bound to be frustrated because 
he cannot put a vehicle on the road when and where he 
likes without official control. The days when a young 
fellow could buy surplus army vehicles for next to nothing, 
carty loads wherever contracts led him and, perhaps, get 
out of the business by merely dumping his time-expired 
lorry, are gone for ever; and Mr. Turner thinks that is a 
good thing. 

He rates other industrial handicaps as much more 
fundamental than these. Inadequate roads, and the slow 
pace of new construction, set limits to what road transport 
can achieve. So do delays at ports, caused, perhaps, by 
customs officials who still work more or less at the tempo 
of the sailing-ship era. Indeed, the increasing contrast 
between the speed of air journeys and the time wasted in 
waiting about for customs officers at airports or in the 
coach journey from city terminal to airport has its counter- 
part today in road transport.

Mr. Turner told me something of the special work his 
company undertakes. Long-distance haulage, redistribution 
in the London area, general transport and haulage of 
timber from forests are the activities that keep Joseph H. 
Turner Transport, Ltd., busy and prosperous. A great 
part of the timber comes from East Anglia, where 
reafforestation has gone on apace. The 25-year growth 
cycle of conifers keeps Turner's lorries occupied. 

This, in fact, is a phase of their activities in which they 
take special pride. They have even evolved a special 
vehicle to cope with it. At their premises at Harlesden 
Road, London, they build a body so designed that 6 tons 
of timber can be unloaded in eight minutes. Loaded by 
crane, the vehicle is tipped sideways for unloading. At no 
Stage either of loading or unloading is the timber man- 
handled. 

I met Mr. Turner at the extensive warehouse and offices 
he recently acquired on the Greenford Trading Estate. If 
indication were needed that his business is rapidly expand- 
ing, here, in these premises, is it to be found. There seems a 
lot of room, but he assured me that every square foot is 
going to be needed. And, of course, the Harlesden Road 
headquarters will be kept at full stretch, too. 

If after 33 years in the business and 15 years at the head 
of it, he has indulged himself with the luxury of a 
mahogany desk, I did not see it. I doubt whether he has 
one—he is not that kind of man. The picture I have of 
him, seated in his new office at Greenford, is that of a 
down-to-earth man who likes to work in shirt sleeves in a 
sparsely furnished, strictly functional office. It is typical 
of him that he talks proudly of the staff members who 
have been with the company for many years and whose 
sons come into it after them.

A percentage increase preserves the 
existing difference between London, 
Grade 1 and Grade 2 rates.

No 
objection was received, and the applica- 
tion was granted in May without a 
hearing. 

The grant was noticed by Mr. H. E. 
Craiggs, who was now objecting. He 
wrote to the Clerk to the Commissioners 
explaining that he wished to object and 
was told that as the objection period was 
passed he could do so only when the 
licence came up for renewal. 

Supporting the renewal application, 
Cir. E. A. Allcock, for Amble Urban 
District Council, said that the area served 
by the applicant was in process of 
development, in the course of which 
many old people had been moved to 
the new estate. If Smith’s service was 
tduced, it would have a detrimental 
tect upon the residents. He admitted 
to Mr. T. H. Campbell Wardlaw, for Mr. 
Craiggs, that the objector had provided 
atown service through Amble for many 
years whilst Smith had held a licence only 
for the past five years. 


Service 400 yards Away 

Mr. Allcock agreed that the service 
operated by Smith was only 400 yards 
away from Craiggs’ route at its farthest 
point. He also agreed eventually that 
itwas not until after the renewal appli- 
tation had been submitted, and there was 
am objection, that Smith had approached 
the council. 

Giving evidence, Mr. Smith said that 
assoon as he received an objection to his 
tenewal application, he had approached 
the clerk to the council, who had asked 
him to continue the service and also 
Suggested that he should operate addi- 
fional week-end services. He told Mr. 
Wardlaw that he had not mentioned the 
application to Mr. Craiggs as he had 
done with previous applications. He had 
teasons for not expecting an objection 
because he knew that Mr. Craiggs carried 
other passengers on a school service 
between Amble and Shilbottle, he said. 

Asked by Mr. Hanlon, chairman, why 
he had not complained to the Com- 
missioners about this, Mr. Smith said that 
he did not do such things. Mr. Hanlon 


said that he wanted to make it 
Gear that if one operator thought 
mother was not using his vehicles 


Properly, then he should ask the Com- 
Missioners to look into the matter. 

Mr. Wardlaw suggested that the 
figures submitted by the applicant demon- 


strated that there was not room for two 
services in the town, and the applicant's 
service was bound to abstract passengers 
from Mr. Craiggs. 

To a submission by Mr. Wardlaw, that 
there was no case for his client to 
answer, Mr. Hanlon said that when 
dealing with a licence renewal without 
modification during the currency period 
of the licence, the fact that the vehicles 
had been operating was sufficient to make 
out a prima facie case. 

But, Mr. Wardlaw pointed out, the 
matter had not been argued before the 
Commissioners when the variation was 
made, and there had been no investiga- 
tion. If there had been, Mr. Wardlaw 
said, he was sure the Commissioners 


would not have granted a second town 
service as a matter of routine administra- 
tion. 

The publication in Notices and 
Proceedings to revise the time-table “ in 
accordance with the schedules sub- 
mitted ” was most misleading, and it was 


because of this that the applicant 
obtained his grant, continued Mr 
Wardlaw. 

Referring to the publication, Mr. 


Hanlon said: “I am beginning to wonder 
whether the Commissioners are in order 
in publishing something like this without 
giving some sort of description of what 
it means.” 

Giving decision, Mr. Hanlon said that 
it was obvious that there was not 
sufficient justification for two operators, 
and albeit that the local authority had 
supported the applicant there was no 
evidence of need. The renewal appli- 
cation would be granted but the licence 
would be modified to provide only such 
services aS were in operation before the 
variation grant. 


Excursions and Tours Case Pared 


HEN an application, by Direct 
Coaches (Birmingham), Ltd., Birm- 
ingham, 9, for 15 new excursion and tour 
licences came before the West Midland 
Traffic Commissioners, at Birmingham 
last week, the Commissioners were told 
that most of these had been with- 
drawn. A number of operators had 
originally objected, but as a result of 
the withdrawals these were reduced to 
two, Worthington Motor Tours, Ltd., and 
Eatonways, Ltd., both of Birmingham. 
The Commissioners granted licences 
for day tours to Southend and Woburn 
Abbey, and for afternoon tours to Stour- 
port and Bridgnorth. They refused 
permission for a number of other half- 
day or evening tours.

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Family Dispute 


FAMILY dispute between father 

and son, who operate a livestock 
business from King’s Norton with two 
vehicles on A and B licence, brought 
complications after the father, Mr. W. 
Bullock, decided to sell the A licence. 

Wheh Mr. .J. B. Evett, Henley-in- 
Arden, applied to.Mr. W. P. James, West 
Midland Licensing Authority, last week, 
to take over the licence, there was a 
second application by the son, Mr. W. T. 
Bullock, for a new B licence to carry 
livestock within 100 miles. He was 
supported by six of the customers served 
by the A licence. Two independents and 
British Railways opposed both. 

After Mr. James had reserved decision 
on the Evett application, Mr. R. Morgan, 
for Mr. W. T. Bullock, said that he had 
worked for his father, driving the A 
vehicle, for more than 10 years and 
always understood the business would go 
to him. His livelihood had now dis- 
appeared after working for a nominal 
wage on this expectation, and the only 
course available was to apply for a 
licence. 

Six cattle dealers and farmers stated 
that they had always regarded Mr. 
Bullock, Jun., as a principal in the 
business and supported his application 
because they preferred a cattle carrier 
whom they knew was efficient. 

Mr. Bullock, Sen., said he originally 
intended to take his son into the business, 
but changed his mind after domestic 
difficulties. During the past year he had 
been paid £10 a week. 

Mr. N. Carless, for Mr. Evett, submitted 
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that licensing facilities were in existence 
and there was no ground for supposing 
that he could not provide a comparable 
service. He had been in the cattle 
business for many years with both of the 
independent objectors. 

Although Mr. Bullock, Jun., came as a 
newcomer, said Mr. Morgan, customers 
of the A-licence business had indicated 
that they preferred his service and 
although this was not evidence of actual 
need, the application should succeed, he 
maintained. 

Mr. James said that but for the fact 
that there was a change of base the take- 
over would not have required publica- 
tion. As a result there were objectors, 
and the hearing was adjourned to split 
the earnings of the vehicles. It was now 
a question of licensing, he continued. 
Mr. Bullock, Sen., held the licences and 
the dispute had to be treated on the basis 
of employer and employee. 

The Authority said that he was satisfied 
there was a business; the A_ vehicle 
earnings for 1959 were about £2,000. If 
the customers who supported the B-licence 
application did not give their work to Mr. 
Evett a maximum of £750 would be lost, 
leaving a goodwill of £1,250. 

The A licence did not expire until 
June, 1964, and if the take-over applica- 
tion was refused, and a new B licence 
granted, Mr. Bullock, Sen., would still 
retain his A licence and an additional 
vehicle would have been licensed without 
evidence of need. Mr. Evett’s applica- 
tion was granted and that of Mr. Bullock, 
Jun., refused. 


Evidence of Inconvenience Needed 


VIDENCE must be produced by 

customers who had suffered incon- 
venience as a result of delays caused by 
breakdowns before an extra vehicle could 
be granted for maintenance purposes, said 
Mr. W. P. James, West Midland 
Licensing Authority, when he refused an 
application by John Haydon and Sons 
(Biddulph), Ltd., at Hanley, last week. 

It was stated that the applicants, who 
had a fully utilized fleet of 10 vehicles, 
had no time for maintenance work. 
Essential overhauls had to be carried out 
late at night. Asked by Mr. James why 
they had not applied for a temporary 
substitution when difficulties had 
occurred, Mr. J. Haydon, a_ director, 
replied that it took too long. This was 
not so, countered Mr, James, who said 
that the records showed that the last 
time Haydon had used this facility had 
been in October, 1958. 

Two witnesses who were shift workers 
complained of the noise caused during 
the night when Haydon carried out their 
maintenance work. 

Mr. G. M. Timmins, for the British 
Transport Commission, who objected, 
submitted that the application should be 
refused as there had been no evidence of 
difficulties suffered by any customer. 

The company also wished to add two 
new A-licensed vehicles to their fleet to 
A30 


carry livestock. One of these units was 
at present on contract to the Society of 
Poultry Breeders Associations, but as this 
work had been continually declining, Mr. 
Haydon said that he had suggested the 
contract should be withdrawn. The other 
vehicle was required to help meet the 
demands made by farmers and breeders. 

Mr. J. Withers, representing the 
S.P.B.A., stated that since March, 1960, 
their tonnage had been declining and that 
he had agreed to the contract being with- 
drawn, They would still use Haydon to 
carry loads periodically.

CHNICAL details of the road-rail semi-trailer which-has 

been produced for British Railways by the Pressed Steel 

Co., Ltd.. under licence from America, have, up to now, been 

rse. This will be rectified when Pressed Steel show one of 

these interesting units at the Commercial Motor Show which 
at Earls Court. London, on September 23. 

The Roadrailer, as it is known, is, in effect, a semi-trailer with 


two sets of wheels on separate axles; 
flanged units for rail travel and normal 
10.00-15-in. pneumatic-tyred wheels on 
twin in-line axles for use on the road. The 
changeover from one set of wheels to the 


other is effected by an air-pressure- 
actuated ball-screw gear. Air would 
normally be provided by a portable 


compressor and the change takes about 
9 seconds. 

Braking on the road wheels is by air- 
operated drum units but the flanged 
wheels are braked on their webs by a 
yacuum-powered disc system. When used 
in rail trains the Roadrailers couple one 
behind the other. 

The prototype van trailer to be dis- 
played at Earls Court employs integral 
construction with a Cor-Ten sub-frame 
and light-alloy bodywork.

The steps being taken by operators of 
rural services in the Northern Area, 
to combat unremunerative running were 
described to the Northern Traffic 
Commissioners, at Newcastle upon Tyne, 
last week, when two Co. Durham 
independents were granted fares 
increases. 

Mr. R. G. Hunter, secretary of the 
Northern Road Transport Owners’ 
Association, for Trimdon Motor Services, 
Ltd., Trimdon Grange, said that despite 
much of their operations being carried 
out over unremunerative rural routes 
they had taken the courageous step of 
re-equipping with new vehicles to achieve 
more economic working. 

Estimated additional annual revenue 
from the new fares was £5,639, compared 
with increased costs following the recent 
wage award of £5,922. Because of the 
time lag before applications could be 
heard they had already borne additional 
expenditure of £700. 

A similar application by Gillett Bros. 
(Motor Services), Ltd., Quarrington Hill, 
was also presented by Mr. Hunter who 
said that it was designed to bring in 
£3,800 in a full year to offset increased 
costs of £4,900. To provide more 
economic operation the company had 
bought out a competitor and were now 
able to co-ordinate overlapping services. 
The time lag in this case had cost the 
company £1,133. 


The West Midland Traffic Com- 
missioners, on Monday, granted an 
application by Wolverhampton Cor- 


poration for fare increases on a number 
of services. Ordinary single fares 
between 3d.-64d. were increased by 4d. 
and early morning concession fares, 
available for fare stages between 64d.-11d. 
have been abolished. The remaining 
concession fares of Is. and over were 
increased by 2d., and children’s fares by 
4d. The new fares will come into effect on 
September 26. 

Mr. R. H. Addlesee, general manager, 
said that at the present level of wages and 
prices there would be a loss of £60,000 
on the current financial year and a deficit 
of £68.000 the following year. Since the 
last application three years ago there had

ODIFICATIONS to the fuel-injec- 
tion equipment of Swedish Volvo oil 
engines have resulted in power increases 
of up to 8 per cent. at unchanged 
governed speeds, with corresponding 
torque increases of up to 5 per cent. 
Improved fuel economy is also claimed. 
Development work on the fuel-injec- 
tion equipment has been carried out at 
the Volvo factory and has led to more 
robust construction of the injection 
pumps and a new design of nozzle.

He complained that some 
of the roads in question had not even 
been adopted by the corporation. Roads 
were so narrow that residents operated a 
rota system for parking their cars outside 
their houses.

which were not specified on his user. An 
operational schedule was submitted for 
examination. 

Two customer witnesses claimed that 
they would be in difficulties if they were 
deprived of the Clarendon transport. 

Mr. P. Kershaw, for the B.T.C., who 
objected, pointed out that if the applica 
tion were granted there would be a sub 
stantial increase in the areas of operation 
The nature of the business had obviously 
changed since the existing licences were 
granted, he observed. 

After .an adjournment both parties 
agreed that the commodities in the new 
user should be granted, but the areas 
should be amended to Lancashire, York- 
shire and Cheshire, in respect of three 
vehicles. However, the special-A unit 
would have a user as requested.

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They Damaged Imported Cars 


TRONG opposition by British Rail- 
ways, in an attempt to rebut 
allegations that they damaged between 
50-60 per cent. of imported Heinkel 
bubble cars during transit, was heard by 
Mr. A. H. Jolliffe, North Western 
Deputy Licensing Authority, at Lytham 
St. Annes, last week. They were object- 
ing to a continued application by 
Lathom’s Transporters, Ltd., Preston, 
who wanted two tractor units of 6 tons 
and two semi-trailers of 94 tons on. B 
licence, to be used as transporters. (The 
Commercial Motor, May 27.) 

They also sought additional conditions 
of: “Simca cars to Yorkshire, Renault 
and Fiat cars to Lancashire.” They 
offered to surrender a contract-A licence 
for a vehicle. working for © William 
Arnold, Ltd., Manchester, in the event 
of ‘a grant. 


93 Cars Damaged 


Mr, B, Brown, a commercial represén- 
tative of the railways, said that recent 
figures showed that of 899 Heinkel cars 
imported, 763 had been sent to the 
Wandsworth depot of International Sales, 
Ltd.,. London, S.W.8. Damage had been 
noted only in about 93 cases. 

He produced a schédule giving details 
of a survey into damage incurred in 
transit. Often vehicles were damaged 
when they arrived at the British port and 
were loaded into the. railway wagon, he 
said. It was difficult to estimate the full 
extent of damage and to say at exactly 
which stage of the journey it occurred. 

Another railway representative, Mr. G. 
Rigby, said that during a period last 
year, 61 Nobel cars had been transported 
from Belfast via Heysham, to London. 
Only two had been reported damaged. 
Mr. L. Jolly, a representative of the 
Chester division of British Railways, 
described the method of handling the car 
traffic from Ireland via Holyhead, which 
he said, had the full approval of the 
manufacturers. 


Segregation Impossible 

During last year 1,098 cars had been 
sent to International Sales after travel- 
ling by this route and at Wandsworth 
10.3 per cent. had been reported 
damaged. It was impossible to segregate 
the stage of the journey on which the 
damage occurred. 

For Lathoms, Mr. J. Backhouse 
pointed out that when goods were sent 
by rail they travelled at the customers’ 
own risk. He suggested that the rail- 
ways’ figures did not give the full extent 
of the damage, and some of it had not 
been observed. 

Early this year a letter of complaint 
had been sent to the railways by Inter- 
national Sales. Referring to the amount 
of damage to Heinkel cars during transit 
a figure of 90 per cent. was mentioned. 
The railways had apologized and said 
that investigations would be made, but 
they had not disputed the figure of 
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90 per cent. This suggested that most of 


the damage occurred in their hands, 
claimed Mr. Backhouse. 
Mr. Jolly did not accept this and 


said that the cars were often damaged 
while travelling across Ireland or on the 
boat. The overall damage from Holy- 
head noted by them was 10.3. per cent. 

In submission, Mr. G. P. Crowe, for 
British Railways, ‘said that complete 
evidence. had been given regarding all 
damage. Some of that alleged did not 
occur on the railway but during other 
stages of the journey. If the application 
were granted it would double Lathoms’ 
facilities and would result in serious 
traffic abstraction. 

On Tuesday Mr. Jolliffe granted the 
two units with conditions as follows: 
“Completely assembled uncrated three- 
wheeled and Volkswagen motor vehicles 
as required, and completely assembled 
ancrated motor vehicles for S. Hobsons 
and Sons (Morecambe), Ltd., Bradshaws 
Motor House, Ltd., Barton Motors 
(Preston), Ltd., and Loxham’s Grand 
Garage, Ltd. Simca cars from Kew to 
Lancashire. Uncrated Renault cars for 
Gradwells (Preston), Ltd., from South- 
ampton and Acton, to Preston. Uncrated 
Fiat cars for Messrs. Hornby Park 
Motors, Blackpool, from the Fiat works, 
Western Avenue, London, to Hornby 
Park Garage, Blackpool.” 


Attempt to Impose 


A* attempt to impose a smoking ban 
on the lower decks of double-deck 
vehicles operated by the United Auto- 
mobile Services, Ltd., failed at Newcastle 
upon Tyne, on Monday. The company, 
who were applying to the Northern Traffic 
Commissioners to renew 38 licences, some 
with small modifications, had received an 
objection from the National Society of 
Non-Smokers. 

Mr. J. L. R. Croft, for the applicants, 
submitted that only licensed operators or 
local authorities were entitled to object, 
but Mr. B. G. Montgomery, for the 
Society, said that as his witness was also 
a member of the general public, he was 
entitled to be heard. 

Making formal application, Mr. D. S. 
Deacon, traffic manager of United, said 
that only 13 licences involved the opera- 
tion of double-deckers, They had received 
no representations from persons using 
any of the particular services that a pro- 
hibition should be imposed, or complaints 
of inconvenience due to smoking on the 
lower deck. Mr. Deacon, himself a non- 
smoker, said that the company were satis- 
fied with the- present practice. 

The only witness for the objectors, Mr. 
A. Morris, produced 38 supporting letters 
from smokers and non-smokers. He 
wanted to see the same arrangements 
made for non-smokers travelling by rail, 
provided for bus passengers.

New Four-wheeler by 
German Makers 


NEW 16-ton-gross four-wheeler has 

been introduced by Maschinenfabrik 
Augsburg-Niirnberg A.G., Munich, and 
the chassis is rated for a payload of 10 
tons. With a trailer, a gross train weight 
of 32 tons is permitted. 

The new model is known as the 10.210T 
and js available in forward- and normal- 
control versions, the forward-control 
models including a tractive unit for use 
with semi-trailers. A sleeper cab can be 
fitted. 

The power unit is an M.A.N. six- 
cylindered turbocharged engine with a 
gross output of 210 b.h.p. at 2,100 r.p.m. 
The maximum torque output is 565 Ib.-ft., 
and: this is developed at 1,400 r.p.m. A 
Z.F. six-speed gearbox is employed, and 
the double-reduction rear axle can carry 
a load of 10 tons. Z.F. steering with 
hydraulic assistance is employed. 

Semi-elliptic springs are used at both 
axles and the front brakes are air-assisted 
hydraulic —_i units. Direct-air-actuated 
components have been employed at the 
back axles. An exhaust brake is fitted 
as standard and 12.00-20-in. heavy-duty 
tyres are specified. 

The overdrive-top-gear ratio of the 
gearbox gives a maximum road speed of 
54 m.p.h. when a 6.26-to-I-ratio rear axle 
is employed. Bottom gear gives a 
gradient ability of 1 in 2.75.

/O/KC DOPTION of disc brakes for 
L A‘ vehicles has been hampered 

by the need for extremely high 

res at the brake pads. It is diffi- 
cult to provide adequate power with an 
air-operated mechanical system. Now 
Cranes (Dereham), Ltd., Dereham, 
Norfolk, independently of. established 
brake manufacturers, have developed a 
mechanically operated disc brake for 
heavy trailers which, although it has yet 
me to be tested in this application, promises 
to be completely practicable. 

It is fitted to a 45-60-ton trailer for 
Pickfords, which will be shown on the 
Cranes stand at the Commercial Motor 
Show. Cranes are also to exhibit a new 
airsprung side-by-side-axle bogie fitted 
to a straight-frame semi-trailer, and 
another air-sprung bogie with indepen- 









To provide for wear of the pads, a 
ratchet is interposed between the opera- 
ting arm_ and the  screw-actuating 
mechanism, and this gives automatic 
slack adjustment.

An idea of the scale of Excelsior 
operations can be obtained from the 
annual mileage figures. Continental 
tours account for about 112,000 miles, 
and Scottish tours for a_ further 
103,000 miles a year. Both sides of 
the business attract more than 2,000 
passengers each annually. Nor is this 
the whole story. 

More than 100 local excursions are 
offered and these carry some 100,000 
people per year over nearly 135,000 
miles. Private hire accounts for a 
further 100,000 miles. 


Plaxton Bodywork 


All this work is carried out with a 
fleet of 24 coaches, and such contract 
vehicles for local work as are needed 
from time to time. Apart from the 
three A.E.C. Reliances and_ the 
Thames mentioned earlier, the fleet is 
a Bedford one, the veterans of which 
are two Duple models delivered in 
1956.

As to the future, Mr. V. Maitland 
foresees plenty of scope to expand the 
Continental and Scottish touring pro- 
grammes.

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Demountable Refuse Bodies 
Save £1,000 a Year 


for the transport of salvaged and 

waste materials which, it is claimed, 
will save Stoke-on-Trent Cleansing, 
Salvage and Transport Department at 
least £1,000 a year, has been developed 
by Mr. R. C. Totty, cleansing superin- 
tendent and transport manager. 

A seven-year-old Dennis 4-ton tipper 
chassis of the forward-control type has 
been converted for use in conjunction 
with seven demountable bodies. The 
vehicle is mainly employed for internal 
movements between sections of the main 
Booth Street depot, but it is also used 
to convey waste to an incinerator plant 
and a tipping site, a distance of two to 
three miles. 

A body can be unloaded and replaced 
on the chassis in one to two minutes, 
depending on the loads carried. 

Mr. Totty’s new system has obvious 
possibilities for other fleet operations, 
including the collection of material from 
markets and schools. It might also be 
applied to salt-spreading and gritting 
operations. In the case of baled tins, the 
loading cost has been already reduced 
from 8s. 6d. to 3s. 6d. a ton. 

In terms of efficiency or cost it is 
claimed by Mr. Totty that the new scheme 
offers advantages over established types of

Each body stand is based on eight 
polled-steel-joist posts, embedded in 
concrete, which support 3-in. by 3-in.

Other features of the stands include a 
wheel stop, formed by a concrete block 
and 8-in. wooden guide boards.

forward with the body supported at the 
rear by the two rollers. 

These then move down the ramped 
stand runners until they contact the 
main members of the lifting frame. 
When heavy loads are handled. the two 
auxiliary ramp units, which are hinged 
to base plates, are placed in position 
after the rear wheels of the vehicle have 
moved past the end of the main stand 
structure. Locking pins are engaged 
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when t!.: vehicle is clear of the stand. 

Of the five body stands at the main 
Booth Street depot, one is located in the 
textile-baling shed, another in the paper- 
baling section and one more near the 
boitle-sorting platform. The remaining 
two stands are adjacent to the tin-baling 
press. There are also two stands at the 
incinerator. plant, one’ of which 1s 
normally employed for mounting the all- 
steel body. 


No Added Effort 

Surplus material from the paper-baling 
section is conveyed to the incinerator for 
separation of the cardboard and disposal 
of the waste material. The cardboard 
is then loaded direct into the body 
employed for transferring textile-baling 
waste to the incinerator. Clinker is 
loaded into the steel body which is 
regularly emptied on a local tipping site. 

Operators in the baling sheds can load 
the bodies with no more physical effort 
than that required by normal handling, 
and it is notable that the ccscentration 
of waste in the waiting bodies saves 
valuable space. 

Chassis and body features were 
evolved by Mr. Totty and are covered 
by a provisional patent. He intends to 
market the system for specialized and 
general applications.

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Scammell’s First Forward-con| ‘ 


ventional problems has for many years been a 
speciality of Scammell Lorries, Ltd., Watford, but the 
Scammell, exhibits at this year’s Commercial Motor Show 
will include a slightly unconventional vehicle to solve a 
reasonably conventional problem—high-speed operation of 
articulated vehicles on motorways. This vehicle—the 
Trunker—is described on pages 144-146, but probably of 
greater interest to general hauliers is the announcement, 
also made today, that production of a short-wheelbase 
forward-control 24-ton-gross tractive unit is to begin side 
by side with that of a series of matched semi-tfailers with 
new forms of air or rubber suspension. 
The new tractive unit, known as the Handyman, marks 
a complete departure from previous Scammell practice. 
Forward-control has never been adopted before, other than 
for rigid eight-wheelers, as in the case of the new Route- 
man, which was described in the August 19 issue of The 
Commercial Motor. The Handyman was designed to meet 
the requirements of A- and B-licence operators for a 
general-haulage vehicle with generous body space, whereas 
other Scammell tractive units have been normal-control 
models (such as the current Highwayman, which remains 
in production) with particular appeal to C-licensees, such 
as tanker operators. 


Semi-trailer 27 ft. Long 

Because of its short wheelbase of 8 ft. 64 in. and dimen- 
sion of only 4 ft. 11 in. from bumper to back of cab, the 
Handyman can operate with a 27-ft.-long semi-trailer 
within the legal maximum length of 35 ft. 

The all-plastics cab is styled to give a modern appear- 
ance, which is enhanced by a deep two-piece wrap-round 
windscreen and an entirely new radiator grille. It is con- 
structed in two distinct sections, the upper part being 
readily removable from the level of the floor line to facili- 
tate an engine change. Plug and socket electrical connec- 
tions are provided to simplify this operation. The base 
unit is carried on four rubber mountings, and incorporates 
steel framing. Cab fittings on the example to be exhibited 
at Earls Court include a Leveroll adjustable driving seat 
and Clayton Dewandre heating and demisting equipment, 
whilst provision is made also for the installation of a radio 
and windscreen washer. 

As exhibited, a Leyland 0.680 161-b.h.p. oil engine will 
be fitted, but optional power units can be supplied, 
including the Leyland 0.600 of 125 b.h.p., Gardner 6LX 
of 150 b.h.p. and Gardner 6LW of 112 b.h.p. Mechanically,

The front brakes have 
operating cylinders mounted directly on the back plates, 
and at the rear axle the cylinders are mounted on the 
frame. Power for the air-pressure system is produced by a 
Clayton Dewandre twin-cylindered air-cooled compressor 
working at 80 p.s.i. for the braking system and 130 p.s.i 
for the tyre inflator. The total tractive-unit brake frictional 
area is 418 sq. in., and a hand reaction valve is fitted in 
the cab for independent control of the semi-trailer brakes. 


Interchangeable Tyres 

Marles cam-and-double-roller steering gear is specified, 
with a 20-in.-diameter wheel. The standard tyres are 
10.00-20-in, (14-ply); this size is fitted also to the wheels 
of the standard matching semi-trailer. A single 55-gal. 
fuel tank is supplied as standard, but twin tanks can be 
fitted. The electrical system is 24v. A paired headlamp 
system can be specified, and standard electrical equipment 
includes flashing direction indicators and twin Windtone 
horns. 

The Handyman is to be exhibited in conjunction with 
an entirely new Scammell 27-ft.-long semi-trailer equipped 
with rubber suspension of a new layout which gives non- 
reactive characteristics. An air-suspension version of the 
bogie is offered as alternative equipment and will be seen 
on the Trunker 10-wheeled articulated tanker to be 
exhibited. 

Welding is employed throughout the assembly of the 
semi-trailer frame, and the side members have flat upper 
flanges. These members are pressed from ;-in. steel, and 
have a maximum depth of 15 in., with 34-in. flanges. 
There are two channel-section and three tubular cross- 
members, and outriggers are spaced at 3-ft. intervals to 
provide body-mounting points. 

The bogie layout provides independent suspension for 
all four wheels, each wheel being carried at the rear end 
of a triangulated trailing arm. These arms are rubber- 
bushed to the frame by means of Metalastik units which 
absorb side thrust and braking torque. The rear ends of 
the arms, in addition to carrying the stub axles, provide 
the mountings for the rubber-spring units, which are in 
stack form.

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Although independently mounted, the wheels on each 
side of the semi-trailer are linked by beams centrally 
pivoted to the frame at the mounting brackets for the rear 
arms. The beams are connected to the rubber stacks by 
light linkages, and have the effect of distributing the bogie 
loading evenly between the front and rear wheels. Addi- 
tionally, in conjunction with the trailing arms, they cut 
out the internal reactive forces set up when braking, thus 
keeping all the tyres in contact with the ground and so 
giving maximum braking adhesion. 

Metalastik rubber bushes are used for the trunnion 
mountings for the longitudinal beams, and oilless fabric 
bushes are employed at the tops of the rubber-spring stacks 
and at the balance-beam links. Apart from periodic 
attention to the wheel hubs, no lubrication of the bogie is 
required. The rubber springs are self-damping and they 
act in compression, so giving progressive suspension charac- 
teristics. Smooth, shock-free riding should be assured, 
both laden and 
unladen. 

The air-sprung 
version of the 
bogie is similar in 
basic layout, the 
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lows units. This derivation 1s fully described in the article 
on the Trunker. 

Use of independent suspension for both these bogies is 
a significant move towards the greater stability of an artic::- 
lated vehicle. The layout reduces roll, because the spring 
centres are on the lines of the wheel tracks, instead of 
being inboard of the wheels, as with conventional bogie 
suspension. Furthermore, the wheels deflect constantly 
parallel to the chassis frame, and this helps the semi-trailer 
to “sit” on the road. 

A further important advantage of the bogie layout 
concerns tank semi-trailer applications. The absence of 
normal axle beams running across the vehicle below frame 
level leaves a clear run from front to rear for pipes, thus 
simplifying the installation of pumping equipment. 

There is a choice of brakes with each version of this 
bogie. The semi-trailer coupled to the Handyman tractive 
unit at Earls Court will have Girling wedge-actuated units 
with 15.25-in.-diameter drums and 5-in.-wide linings, giving 
a frictional area of 592 sq. in. Alternatively, Leyland cam- 
operated brakes with 15.5-in.-diameter drums and 7-in.- 
wide linings (giving 757 sq. in. area) can be fitted. 

On the exhibit the brakes are rod and cable operated 
from an air servo on the tractive unit, as is usual with 
the Scammell automatic coupling gear. When cam brakes 
are fitted, diaphragm-type servos are mounted on the trail- 
ing arms. 

The complete outfit to be shown will have an overall 
length of 34 ft. 114 in. and an overall width of 8 ft. The 
unladen weight totals 8 tons 13} cwt.

In addition, the layout gives a low centre of gravity which © 


promotes maximum stability—an important factor in high- 
speed motorway operation. 

Whilst the Trunker must, for the present, operate at 24 
tons gross, the design is such that it can work at up to ® 
tons gross in the event of a change in legislation or in certain 
overseas territories. For 24-ton-gross operation 10.00-20-in. 
(16-ply) single tyres are fitted to the bogies on both tractor 
unit and semi-trailer, with 8.25-20-in. (12-ply) tyres on the 
front wheels. For 30-ton-gross operation the single 10.00- 
20-in. tyres are replaced by twin 8.25-20-in. equipment. 

A feature of the design is that a higher loading on the rear 
of the tractive unit is. permissible when compared with that 
legally allowed with a normal single-driving-axle tractive unit, 
which provides greater stability at high speeds. In practice, 
a static bogie loading of 10.575 tons provides for a maximum 
tractive effort of 13,400 Ib., which is 56.5 per cent. of the bogie 
loading. At the governed engine speed of 1,700 r.p.m. the 
gearing gives a maximum road speed of 42.7 m.p.h., whilst 
at 24 tons gross weight bottom gear gives a gradient ability of 
1 in 44. 


Cranked Side Members 


As might be expected from the specification of the Trunker, 
its chassis-frame layout is somewhat unusual. The side 
members are cranked down sharply between the axles to 
accommodate the engine, the top of which barely protrudes 
above the upper flanges of the frame in front of and behind it. 
The side members are welded fabrications built up of pressings 
varying in thickness from } in. at the front to } in: at the rear, 
thereby providing an evenly stressed frame. 

Their depth of 8 in. is more or less constant throughout 
the length, whilst the flanges have the usual Scammell width 
of 34 in. Mitred joints are used at the crank points, and the 
frame has box web plates at the stress points. Two pressed 
and three tubular bolted cross-members brace the assembly. 

The Gardner 6HLX engine, which has a gross output of 
150 b.h.p. at 1,700 r.p.m. and develops 485 I|b.-ft. torque at 
1,000 r.p.m., is unit-mounted with the Scammell] six-speed over- 
drive-top gearbox, but as the engine faces towards the rear of 
the chassis, the gearbox is in front of it. The output face of 
the box carries a transposing box which reverses the direction 
of rotation of the drive and lowers the position of the output 
flange, so that the drive can pass to the rear bogie beneath the 
engine. The main gearbox lies under the cab, enabling a direct- 
acting change-speed lever to be used. 

The combination of engine, gearbox and transposing box has 
a four-point mounting with rubber-bushed swinging links at the 
engine timing-case end, and Metacone rubber units at the 
flywheel end. The engine carries a normal centrifugal water 
pump, but the radiator, instead of being adjacent to the engine, 
is mounted at the front of the chassis frame, where a constant 
supply of clean air at ambient temperature is assured. The fan 
is closely cowled to the radiator and is belt-driven from a jack- 
shaft, which is in turn driven from the main-gearbox constant- 
mesh gearing. 

The Scammell main gearbox ratios are 6.55, 4.07, 2.53, 1.61, 
1 and 0.622 to 1, and the transposing-box gearing gives a ratio 
of 1 to 1. Before entering the leading driving axle, the drive 
passes through a set of reduction gears with a ratio of 1.216 to 1. 
These are contained inside a relay gearbox mounted on the

nose of the leading axle. This box contains an air-operated 
lockable third differential, and is basically the Albion relay 
gearbox used in Reiver 6 x 4 goods chassis. 

Also of Albion derivation are the two driving axles, these 
being Reiver double-reduction units with ratios of 7.6 to 1. The 
drive from the transposing box is split at the relay section on 
the first axle, one train feeding directly into the leading-axle 
primary-reduction gears and the other gearing feeding through 
the casing of the leading axle and into the second axle via a 
short open propeller shaft. 

Good articulation, non-reactive driving and braking charac- 
teristics, and small variation in frame height between laden and 
unladen conditions are given by the use of Eaton-Hendrickson 
suspension for the bogie. Rubber suspension cushions are 
employed in conjuction with parallel linkages to which the 
Albion axles are rubber-bushed. As with the air-sprung bogic 
of the semi-trailer, it is practically maintenance-free. 

The front axle, other than the axle beam itself, is also of 
Albion manufacture (all of which indicates valuable- inter- 
working between the members of the Leyland-Albion-Scammell 
group) and has Glacier DU p.t.f.e.-lead thrust washers and 
Thompson self-adjusting steering-linkage ball ends. The front 
suspension consists of 55-in.-long, 3-in.-wide semi-elliptic springs 
and Armstrong AT1250/11 telescopic dampers. 





Lubrication-free Springs 
The springs are rubber-bushed to the hanger brackets at their 
front ends, whilst at the rear there are no eyes. The main 


leaves are slipper-shaped and bear against renewable hardened- 
steel pads, rolling contact being maintained under all deflection 
conditions because the springs have reverse camber.

drives a Deri-Sine hydraulic pump. This is piped to a Deri- 
Sine motor on the semi-trailer, which drives a Stothert and Pitt 
34-in. B.B. reverse-flow pump. The piping passes through 
the centre of the special turntable, a path followed also by 
the brake air lines. 

The turntable is rubber-bushed to the frame of the tractive 
unit, the bushes being arranged as trunnions and held to the 
frame by four set bolts. It consists of a pair of large-diameter 
ring-shaped castings, the upper one of which is attached to the 
semi-trailer and turns within the lower one.

A 
feature of it, however, is that all front 
panelling from below the waist, and both 
front wings, are made in one piece. Slight 
fairing has been incorporated along the 
front wings, whilst the cab sides are a 
little more bowed than previously. Paired 
headlamps are standard. 

Two of the eight-wheelers will have 
a new form of dual braking system. This 
consists of -an aif-operated rear-bogie 
circuit which includes a protection valve 
to seal off the circuit in the event of air 
failure, whilst the front-bogie brakes are 
Girling hydraulic units actuated through 
a new type of Westinghouse servo. 

The advantages of this system are that 
hydraulically operated disc brakes may 
be used on the front wheels, whilst, in 
the event of air-pressure failure, the 
driver retains a certain amount of con- 
trol over the front brakes. The system 
is also said to have quick reaction 
characteristics. 

Disc front brakes will be seen on one 
of the eight-wheelers, and vehicles with 
disc units on the front axles have already 
been built by E.R.F., Ltd., and have been 
supplied to Girling, Ltd. This equip- 


ment can be fitted to the front wheels of

any vehicle in the current range at extra 
cost. 

For several years the rear suspension 
of certain E.R.F. four-wheelers 
has incorporated Aeon rubber 
helper springs, which are now 
used on the front axles of 
certain models, including eight 
wheelers. In the latter case the 
Aeon rubbers are fitted at the 
leading axles only, and in this 
way it has been possible to use 
identical semi-elliptic springs 





on both the axles of the front bogie. 
Another innovation to be seen on one 


of the exhibits will be an Eaton 18800 
two-speed axle with Girling cam-operated 
15.5-in. by 7-in. brakes. This axle will 
be on a 54.G four-wheeler and will be 
one of the first examples of an Eaton 
two-speed axle with cam brakes. 

There will be three eight-wheelers on 
the E.R.F. stand. One of these will have

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a set-back front bogie, so that it could 
have operated at 28 tons gross had th 
Construction and Use Regulations beep 
amended to permit it. This example has 
a Gardner 6LX oil engine and carries a 
90-barrel beer tank. A 6LX engine 
powers a second eight-wheeler exhibit, 
whilst the third eight-wheeler is a 28-top- 
gross export tipper with Rolls-Royce 200- 
b.h.p. oil engine and 10-speed gearbox, 
A six-wheeled tipper based on a 
56.GSF semi-forward-control chassis is 
to be exhibited. This has a Gardner 5LW 
oil engine, and a similar unit powers 
four-wheeler with cam-braked Bg 
axle. The two remaining exhibits of 
E.R.F. stand will be a 64.GX 2 
gross tractive unit with 6LX engine, 
a 44.G model with Gardner 4LWy 
engine and Bonallack Pneumaj 
blown-discharge cement tank. 


A tipping lorry based on a 56.GSF 
wheeled semi-forward-control chassis will 
featured on the E.R.F. stand. The e. 
to be displayed will have a Ggrdner 5L 
engine, but a 6LW unit can be fitted a 
alternative power unit. 


There will be two 6LX-engined eight 
wheelers on bodybuilders’ stands. Oneis 
a tipper to be shown by Edbro-B. and E 
Tippers, Ltd., and the other an insulated 
van designed for pallet loading. 

The other E.R.F.s are all four 
wheelers. One is a 6LW-powered tractive 
unit to be shown with a Four-in-Line 
semi-trailer by the British Trailer Co. 
Ltd., and the other two are LKG44 
vehicles. One of them will be displayed 
as a furniture van by J. H. Jennings and 
Son, Ltd., and the other as a platform 
truck by Holmes (Preston), Ltd. 





New Goods and Passenger Regulations 


HE Ministry of Transport last week 

announced the making of four Regu- 
lations which came into force on 
Thursday. They are: The Goods Vehicles 
(Licences and Prohibitions) Regulations, 
1960; The Public Service Vehicles 
(Licences and Certificates) (Amendment) 


Regulations, 1960; The Public Service 
Vehicles (Contract Carriage Records) 
Regulations, 1960; and The Public 


Service Vehicles (Particulars of Interests) 
Regulations, 1960. 

The new goods regulations consolidate 
the Goods Vehicles (Licences and Pro- 
hibitions) Regulations, 1952, which 
govern the procedure on the grant and 


variation of carriers’ licences and appeals. 
They make no substantial changes and 
merely include such verbal amendments 
as were required because of the com 
solidation of the Road and Rail Trafic 
Act, 1933, into the Road Traffic Act, 
1960. 

The three passenger regulations bring 
up to date the Public Service Vehicles 
(Licences and Certificates) Regulations, 
1952, the Public Service Vehicles (Con- 
tract Carriage Records) Regulations, 
1951, and the Public Service Vehicles 
(Particulars of Interest) Regulations, 
1934, and make only minor verbal 
amendments to the existing provisions.

B.T.C. Criticism of R.H.A. 


Commission of the Road Haulage 
Association with regard to the 
preparation of application forms for 
renewal of licences and declaration of 
normal user is not without foundation. 
At Manchester, Mr. G. H. P. Beames, 
British Railways’ able and normally 
placid advocate, slated the attitude of 
the Association and their members to 
the question of normal’ user, after being 
told by a haulier of 30 years’ standing 
that he was not familiar with the 
procedure. 

Mr. F. Brooks, Swinton Park Road, 
Salford, was seeking a new A licence to 
cover a change of normal user which 
took place in 1956. He told Mr. A. H. 
Jolliffe, North Western Deputy Licensing 
Authority, that when the licence was 
renewed in 1958 the matter was handled 
by the Association, to whom he did not 
give a full account of his new operations. 
He signed the form which they completed 
for him without realizing the statement 
pf normal user was inadequate. 

Questioned by Mr. Beames, Mr. Brooks 
said he was not asked by the Association 
if he wished to change the existing state- 
ment of normal user. He did not read 
through the form before signing it. 


e RITICISM by the British Transport 


Easy-going and Idle 

Submitting that normal user was now 
the charter of an A-licensed operator's 
livelihood, Mr. Beames said that far too 
many of the people concerned were easy- 
going and idle in their attitude towards 
these declarations. 

It was grossly unfair to objectors and 
it was the duty of Licensing Authorities 
to take the matter in hand. The evidence 
of need supporting the application was 
all from operation outside the user. 

Mr. Jolliffe suspended the gtant of a 
new licence for two months. 

Many Area secretaries of the Associa- 
tion have gone to a great deal of trouble 
to instruct their members in the necessity 
of keeping normal user up to date and, 
of course, the onus is on the individual 
licence-holder. 

But far too many application forms 
prepared by the Association seem to be 
signed by members without due con- 
sideration of their contents. More could 
and should be done to ensure that 
descriptions of normal user conform with 
existing operations. 


The Dilemma of 
Normal User 


HE difficulties which can arise 
where there is a complete change 
of normal user without early notifica- 


tion to the Licensing Authority are 
well illustrated by the case of 
Crompton Garage Co., Lid... West 
Bromwich. 

The original normal user of an A 


licence for three vehicles was ‘ General, 
, 
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chiefly the collection of goods for 
Beecham’s Foods and Cooper McDougall 
Ltd., for transport to licensee's stores at 
Birmingham and Derby, and subsequent 
redistribution, as required.” 

This traffic dried up and work was 
found for the vehicles by transferring 
them to Derby, the base of an associated 
company, Highfield Transport (Derby), 
Ltd., by whom Crompton Garage Co. 
were fully employed. 


Change Not Notified 


No notification was made of the 
change and in November, 1958, Crompton 
Garage were called to a Section 9(4) 
inquiry by Mr. W. P. James, West 
Midland Licensing Authority, because of 
the unauthorized change of base. 

Decision was reserved to give the 
company an opportunity of secking a new 
licence in the East Midland Area. This

HE invitation by Mr. J. A. T. 

Hanlon, Northern Licensing 
Authority, to police forces to take a 
bigger interest in the proceedings in 
the Traffic Courts is bearing fruit.

What is “General Goods, 
Great Britain” ?

But’ there are schools 
of thought which regard specialist 
traffics, such as sabnormal and _indi- 
visible loads and furniture removals, 
as being outside the scope of such 
a normal user. 
A case in point was a recent applica- 
tion in the Northern Area by Wm. 
Brunskill and Son (Transport), Ltd. 











Bishop Auckland. They sought the 
transfer of an articulated unit from 
special-A to public-A licence, with a 


normal user of: “ General goods, Great 
Britain.” There were no objections to 
the application. 


Specific User Demanded 


The case was heard before Mr. G. W. 
Duncan, Northern Deputy Licensing 
Authority, who, as is common practice 
in the Northern Area, required the 
normal user to be stated more speci- 
fically. 

The licence was granted with a normal 
user: “ Electrical goods, road and build- 
ing materials, colliery requisites, food- 
stuffs, chemicals, prefabricated goods, 
iron and steel, foundry requisites, ferrous 
and non-ferrous metals, plastics, paper, 
contractors’ plant and equipment, timber, 
castings, agricultural products and food- 
stuffs, household effects, long lengths of 
steel work and girders; mainly Midlands, 
London area, north-west and Scotland.” 

As a result, Sunter Bros. Ltd, 
Northallerton, complained by letter to the 
Northern Licensing Authority that if it 
had been indicated that Brunskill were 
seeking to carry long lengths of steel they 
would have objected. 

The view of Mr. Tom _  Sunter, 
managing director, was that “general” 
meant the normal mixed traffics carried 
on the average A-licensed vehicle, and 
not specialist work.

Clause May Go 


OUBT whether a clause used in road 

service licences in the Northern 
Traffic Area, making joint operators of 
services “ jointly and severally ” respon- 
sible, can be effectively enforced may 
result in Northern licences being brought 
into line with the procedure in other 





areas. 
At Carlisle, when the Western S.M.T. 
Co. Ltd., Scottish Omnibuses, Ltd., 


Ribble Motor Services, Ltd., and United 
Automobile Services, Ltd., sought the 
renewal of joint licences, Mr. J. A. T. 
Hanlon, chairman of the Northern Traffic 
Commissioners, referred to the Cadman- 
O'Hara case. where joint services for the 
National Coal Board were involved, and 
said the clause could not be effectively 
enforced. 

He suggested the production of a 
schedule of joint services, showing who 


operated which routes, as the Com- 
missioners held no record of such 
information.

On behalf of the companies it was sub- 
mitted that this was impracticable, 
because of adjustments necessary from 
time to time to ensure the balance of 
agreed mileage. But it was agreed that 
a general statement should be forwarded 
to the Commissioners at each renewal. 

In the North Western and other 
areas, road service licences are endorsed 
as being operated jointly, and each 
operator's licence has identical conditions. 

Licences contain a clause that they are 
valid only so long as the existing working 
agreement remains. Any alteration of 
working arrangements must be notified, 
and if one.operator drops out the other 


licensees involved must seek a new 
licence. 
Each operator is considered respon- 


sible, and in the event of action being 
taken for a breach of conditions all 
would be prosecuted. 

By Section 140(2) of the Road Traffic 
Act, 1960, copies of all working agree- 
ments, apportionment of mileage, and so 
on, for jointly operated services must be 
supplied to the Commissioners. 

In the North Western Area, these con- 
ditions also apply to backings, and com- 
mon conditions for all areas could not be 
anything but advantageous to operators.

Motor Services, Ltd., and 
Birkenhead Corporation Transport to 
operate stage-carriage services between 
Birkenhead and the new Mill Park 
housing estate at Bromborough raised 
controversial issues at Wrexham.

consent from Bromborough Borough 
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Council in 1953 to operate in their area,

[hey were granted a road service 
licence and further extended the service in 
1956, before the latest application to run 
through the new estate. 

On behalf of Crosville. it was contended 
that when the Birkenhead Act was passed 
the estate had been open country. The 
Act did not cover all future happenings. 
and when the estate was built the 
corporation should have sought a 
“ consent ” from the Commissioners. 


Joint Service a Solution 


If the corporation’s latest application 
were granted, there would be abstraction

The solution was a joint 
service. 

The corporation's attitude was that 
their activities were governed by the loca! 
Act and six years’ operation had 
established their right to the traffic. They 
saw no future in a joint service. The

Mr. . Williamson. chairman, 
adjourned the hearing and advised the 
parties to get together and agree upon 
joint operation.

The corporation may be treading 
on doubtful ground, in that since the 
passing of the local Act Bromborough 
have changed their status from an urban

ORE than half the public service vehicles in Britain 
M are run by operators with fleets of 200 vehicles or 

more. But despite this dominance of road passenger 
transport by the large concern, there still remain around 4,000 
operators with fleets numbering fewer than 10 and who own, 
in aggregate, more than 12,000 vehicles. 

Many of these smaller operators, in particular, are faced 
with the problem of trying to match declining revenue to rising 
costs. Whilst the difficulties underlying the provision of rural 
transport have been receiving increasing public attention in 
recent months, interest has been centred largely on the adverse 
repercussions on social life in areas where there is a likelihood 
of withdrawal or curtailment of public transport. Unfor- 
tunately, in such circumstances, the true economics of bus 
operation often receive scant attention, and where costs of 
small operators are quoted, they appear suspect because of the 
omission of one or more items of expenditure. 

As a result, and as indicated by readers’ inquiries, prospec- 
tive road passenger operators may see in such ultimate 
withdrawals opportunities to set up in business themselves, at 
least over part of an abandoned route. Resiting of industry 
or residential areas may also seem to offer comparable 
opportunities.

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Six-vehicle Grant Made to Aid Interchangeability 


ee make the whole of their fleet inter- 
changeable and to facilitate the 
administrative side of their business, 
A. V. Barton, Ltd. Alfred Street, 
Newton-le-Willows, applied for an A 
licence for nine vehicles of 374 tons 
unladen with a similar normal user, at 
Manchester, on Monday. It was stated 
that Barton’s owned the shares of K. C. 
Medlicott, Ltd., St. Helens, and Harper 
and Hankinson, Ltd., Newton-le-Willows, 
and that five of the nine vehicles were 
being operated by these two companies. 

The normal user requested was: 
“Mainly glassware, paper, cotton, 
machinery, timber and steel; all principal 
ports, Lancashire, Yorkshire, London 
area, Midlands, Scotland.” It was stated 
that Scotts and Sons, Ltd., 109 Barton 
Street, Oldham, another company within 
the group, already had this normal user 
for their entire fleet. 

Mr. J. F. Sykes, secretary of the com- 
pany, said that they had acquired the 
shares of Medlicott in 1958, when the 
latter had three vehicles which were 
licensed only to carry sugar. As a result 
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of an experiment with tankers, this 
traffic had rapidly fallen off, and they 
had started to carry other commodities 
including goods for the United Glass 
Bottle Manufacturers, Ltd.,. Manchester. 

Replying to Mr. P. Kershaw, for the 
British Transport Commission, who 
objected, Mr. Sykes agreed that they had 
violated their normal user in respect of 
these three units and had not informed 
the Licensing Authority until now. No 
supporting witnesses were sent from 
United Glass as it was against that 
company’s policy to do so. 

Mr. Sykes added that of the four 
Barton vehicles, two were at present on 
special-A licence and two on public A, 
but the new normal user would not alter 
their activities. Of four units owned by 
Medlicott, three were licensed to carry 
sugar and one to carry timber. The 
remaining vehicle, owned by Harper and 
Hankinsons, was at present carrying 
cotton and glassware in Lancashire, 
Cheshire and Yorkshire. 

In submission, Mr. Kershaw said that 
they had no objection to the four Barton 
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vehicles but there was very little evidenge 
in respect of the others, and more proof 
of need was necessary. With regard tp 
the three Medlicott units there had bee 
a substantial change in the commoditig 
carried, in contravention of the normi 
user. Interavailability was no _ reasg 
for granting the application as all th 
companies were not merged, and 
been acquired only by the purchase gq 
shares. 

For the applicants, Mr. J. Backhou 
said that through no fault of their ows 
the Medlicott sugar traffic had fallen of 
and it was natural for them to look else 
where for work. He asked that n 
penalty should be inflicted.

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Passengers Lost to Competitor’s Route 


N operator refused an application by 

the Northern Traffic Commissioners, 
at Spennymoor, last week, said that since 
a competitor had been granted a route 
variation he had lost passengers. He 
produced witnesses who said that in the 
winter they would probably leave his 
service to catch his competitor’s bus. 

Mr. J. L. R. Croft, for Messrs. J. 
Harrison and Sons, Wingate, County 
Durham, told the Commissioners that his 
clients sought to vary an express licence 
operating between Trimdon Colliery and 
Spennymoor Trading Estate. They 
wanted a small diversion which would 
give four extra stops. 

In July the objectors, Gillett Brothers 
(Motor Services), Ltd., Quarrington Hill, 
County Durham, had been granted a 
similar extension. At the time they said 
that they wished to serve only their own 
passengers and had no desire to abstract 
passengers from Harrison. 

Fears expressed by Harrison then had 
materialized, and in consequence of the 
grant some passengers formerly carried 
by Harrison had “ transferred their affec- 
tions” to Gillett Bros., whose route was 
now nearer to their homes. 

After three members of the public 
stated that they would use Gillett’s 
service if Harrison were not given. per- 
mission to deviate, Mr. R. Harrison, a 
partner in the applicant company, told 
the Commissioners that he distinctly 
remembered Gillett Bros. saying, in June, 
that they wanted to carry only their own 
passengers. As soon as Gillett’s modified 
service commenced, however, he lost 
three passengers. 

Mr. R. E. Gargett, traffic manager for 
Gillett Bros., said that his company 
served one side of the estate while the 
applicants served the other. They were 
A34 


happy for this situation to continue. If 
the application was granted, it would 
certainly abstract traffic from Gillett 
Bros. 

Mr. Harrison was recalled to answer 
further questions by Mr. J. A. T. Hanlon, 
chairman, after Mr. Gargett alleged that 
he had followed a bus on hire to 
Harrison which had set down passengers 
at their homes and not at the authorized 
stop. Mr. Harrison denied this at first, 
but later said that he had questioned the 
drivers, who had denied the accusation.
